of the Mount Everest Ex! 
through the Zimes Gencral O. a. 
Bruce describea the exploration of the 
gotge of the River Arun, and sume up 


the lesson: of the glorious failure of 


the assault on Mount Evereat. 

‘Ae stated in my last letter the main 
body of the headquarters expedition 
crosed the Dayala for the district of 
Kharta. There they joined No:ton 
and Captain Broce, whom they were 
delighted to find almost entirely re- 
covered, recruiting after their exer- 
tions on Everest. Tho cbject was not 
only to ‘give everyone chance to 
recover full strength befort the march 
back, but also to visit Khorta and tLe 
wonderful Karma valley, sand if 
possible to explore the gorge of the 
Aran river itself. 

We found the road into Karma 
over Samchuala and Chogle brilliant 
with flowers in their first bloom and 
even many rhododendrous wero atill 
out. We wore rather short cf food, 
and had'to send a party over to the 
sottlement at Dam-Tang in the upper 
valley of the Aran to buy grain, 
potatoes, and other supplies for us, 
Our porters were naturally very keen, 
again to give an exhibition of what 
they could do, and this was alao the 
casa with the hill Tibetans when it 
was putto them, Almost the whole 
of our-large outfit was moved by 
the 46 mien available, no 
single porter carrying less than 100 
pounds, while one girl, local Tibe- 
tan, carried o 160 pound tent all by 
herself over the Chogla. Our starting: 
point ot Sali-Thang was .comewhere 
about 13,000 feet above the sca, and 
the road, steep, Tough, and stony, rose 
about 5 000 feat over the Chog'a be- 
fore descending to the camp at Chok- 
erbo, situated between the Chogla and 
Sanchunla, above 14,000 feet. 

~It was quite apparent that in order 
to explore the south end of this valley 
and the Arun gorge it was necessary 
that the party should be as small 
as possible, 82 we arranged that 
Noel, our photographer, should take 
a few men and attempt to find a way 
tight through the Aran rorge.. It was 
a very interesting and really wunder- 
fal journey, which I leave them to 
describe. d 

. The Arun, one of ths principal 
tributaries of the Kosi, rises behiod 
Mairantoo, draining the plains of 
Tingri and Khemba in Tibet, and 
then with the force of itaaccumulated 
waters carves its way_ through the 
main chain of the Hithalayas directly 
between the gigantic mountain massi's 
of Everert on the one sida and 
Kinchonjungs on the other. Between 
our camp at Kharte and the village 
of Kyima-Tang. 1 distance of 20 
miles, the river drops a ver‘ical height 
of 4,000 feat. We were particularly in- 
terested to oxplors, this part of the 
Arun in order to find out whether this 
tremendous drop consisted of a aeries 


-end of our first day’s march, our tent 
was pitched on a pleasant grassy shelf 
in a amal| cloaringin the forest near 
the empty shepherd ute comprising 
tho grazing camp of Chotromo, - No 
sooner had the sun eet that evening 
than swarme of tiny midges emerged. 
From Chotromo a little shepherd’s 
track leads down the Ife bank of 
the river to Kyima-Tong. -We came 
‘at Inst, tired out, to the bridgé lead- 
ing across to Kyima-Tang. © 

Kyima-Tang, though strictly speak- 
ing it is in Tibet, is a typical Nepalese 
village. Tho neat little chalets are 
each surrounded by well kept fields of 
Indian corn, wheat, and barley. The 
ficlds are bounded by stune walls, and 
each holds a little machan from which 
8 look-out is kept for bears at night- 
time. Kyima-Tang and the surround- 
ing villages are ao inaccessible that 
the people do ‘not appear te have 
comeunder the influence cither of 
Tibet or Nepal, and lead an indepen- 
dent life. 

The path mounts up over cliffs 
which hide the view of the 
river in the gorge below, bat 
revealing across the valley the 
magnificent waterfall of Tsanga, some 
thousands of feet-incheight. The 
Arun has no great waterfall, but 
passes through three desp gorges—one 
at Ksima-Tang, one at Kharta (where 
| it enters the main chain), and another 
between these two. 

We camped towards the top of the 
valley, and the next day crossed a 
new pass, judged tu be about six 
thousand ‘feet.- Crossing then .the 
Sakai Chhu and descending from the 
Samchua pass, we crossed the Yloula 
and descended to Kharta, where the 
force joined the main party. We 
tannoged to secure a Farge number of 
phot graphs and some kinema filma 
illustrating tha whole journey. 

Itisnow in place (Genera! Brace 
continues) to give a short review. of 
the results of this year’s attempts and 
cf what we learn from them, First 
and foremost Jet m: state that every- 
one believes that when all the Iessono 
of the expedition have been thorough- 
ly digested far greater’ hopes etill 
romain of climbing Everest than 
many of us ever had before. With 
better weather a well-chosen team of 
climbers is practically certain to be 
able to reach a greater height without 
oxygen than was posa'ble this year. 
We learned that nights can be 
passed at 25,000{t. and 25,500/t. 
without oxygen. We have learn 
ed that even at greater heights 
climbers suddenly deprived of the use 
of oxygen, whether by accident or the 


suffer any harm. 

Another point of the greatest im- 
portance is that any clicaber, however 
strong, exerting himself to the utmost 
in gaining the greatest height is not fit 
for s recond atlempt or quite the same 
man for a considerable time. 

However, it must further be im- 
pressed npon all that the Himalayas 
area ‘lesperate enemy. No chances 
are ever taken with them. There is
